whose villa the l.aaDe!:u:e$ . now steered their 
Iktlp Y^essel^ lad^.witb fish for his table^ waa 
ttoivar^aUy known asi one of the wealdiiesfi 
Qoi^pumers ^1 England. 

T^e wgf g npc wantia^ however^ some 
geissong vfi^ Strang ti^^nnprios^ who recolh 
Uet^df that ^e ori^p of ih^ weahby banker 
was fac; frcun splendid* In truth, the first 
propertf acciukod by the i^her of Mr« 
Dickens was obtained by tl^ af^plicaciQa 
of his taleau.ax)d inciu^ tfi xim ussoBil 
employments, of cle^j^i;^ boQts ^d ^¥?e09 
and kniv^ and forks, at a public kouse in 
the neighbourhood of Newgate Marketr 
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Ned Dickens wa$ indebted to Yorkshire for 
his birth, parentage and education, and was 
a firm and sincere professor of that cele- 
brated creed, . ^^ that pence get shiUmgSy 
and shillings get pounds^ This fiuth en- 
abled him to endure vMti patience and hu- 
mility many a cuff and kick, and cheered him 
imder many a cloud of brickdust ' Thus a few 
years* devotion to.these pursuits enabled Ned 
Qickens to become a creditor of the nation,' 
to the amount of fifty pounds Five per 
Gent. Stock, and promoted him to the rank 
of waiter. The same saving faith sdll urged 
him onward in the rich man's progress, and 
kidded him from alt temptation to turn 
aside. •* A penny saved 's a penny got,'' 
often rang in his eiu^, as he cast his Uttte 
eyies upon the spruce ganhehts of a brother 
waiter at a neighbouring toffee^hbuse, and 
then surv^ed his own old suit' of greasy 
cord^oy. . ? 

' To all this personal merit. Fortune added 
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her blind boon, by rendering the existing 
circumstances precisely such as best agreed 
¥dth his peculiar genius and disposition, 
' His master died, and bequeathed all hk 
right and title to the house, and the good-will 
of the trade, to his beloved widow, and his 
hopeful heir Tommy Jones. 

Tommy was what at that period was 
termed a nattj/ spark of eighteen, and the 
widow Jones was one of the numerous class 
of foolishly good-natured mothers/. Ned 
Was three years older than Tommy, and was, 
at the death of his master, worth nearly two 
hundred popnds. r . 

. V^uxhall, SadlerVWellS;, aiid the Dog. 
and-Duck, became the exchequers into which 
Tommy Jones, assisted by certain fair friends^ 
regularly paid the receipts of his mother's 
bat. These, however, were soon found 
inadequate to support the frolicis of this 
spirited youth ; and Ned Bickexis's coffers 
became the budget from which his yoimg 
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master, with due huaiility,, and at ample 
discount^ dfew bis supplies. 

The^ thrifty Dickens kept a good ac^ 
eotnt* Tbw the idksie® and. felly o£the 
loastc^ enriched the servant; and by the 
luxie that Tomifty nfocf tUo^'and-ttrentyi he) 
had brokai his .raother'sf hearty, and. spent 
his last sh^i^r He tbe& enlisted himself 
as an EastJhdia soUier, and Mr. fid^erard 
Dickens succeeded htm aa landlotid of that 
louse, vfhich»..a ffew years, before^r he hadL 
entered a peanyfess. dfyi ^dbiost naked' boyv 
. Yfkh the attainujent of sucb^^an^emiMDce 
as this above the level of hie ancesj^cvrs^, 
maoiy a plodder woujtd to^e been ocmtent.. 
Kot so Edward Dickens :T-he v9saL& dirsjtiuietl 
to be. tbie founder of a^ isztmHy^ ?mdi thir 
little deva^n served only to open to hina^ 
^e brighter paths that s^l to^^red^ abp¥Q 
him. He did not h^t At fiye*a|Ki*tw^[^' 
be considered that matrimony would have> 
been^ W ^spensive c]^U|i hisprog|q$i, and hei^ 
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consequently resisted mi\i it Joseph's virtue 
sdl the bewitching lutes >of the widows and 
cbughters whieh xmri dedly unrounding 
him* To discover pow butchers, -poor 
bakers, poor distillers, and- poor exdsemen, 
was Ned's constsnfi study, frbm a persuasion 
that his own ready cash w6uld produce 
more j^ofit in proportion la the greater need 
6f tbdS6f with, whom to bargained^ 
' The sR^ne of adtkAi now gi^^ confined^ 
in. comiparisMt txdtb bis* s^mdus to exertion. 
Sbrtone,^ Again b^&t^fe^ding him, socm opened 
a widkst ijAd to hid taients. Alining to 
Ub own bouse was tliat of Mr«' Barton, aH 
erikiiient mail in histraulev which wa^ that of 
importing rmn and^ bnmdy in puncheons 
and fiiekes, and ustaHiog the same com- 
modilite with a. little BiJtish addition, in 
quarters.of gilis, to the gardeners^ butchers, 
fidmmi^ers, and thdr &ir assistants, who 
yesonedto Newgate market, la tins traffic 
Kft*. BartSon wass tapictty acquiring weaUb; he 
was already: a commoa^council man of the 
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wardj and would, in all probabilitj^, have 
been lord mayor of L6ndon» but for the 
carelessness of his boase^keepeK^ who one 
night forgetting ta.take off his cra^^at after 
his returii from .a turtle-feast> the poor man 
paid his life a forfeit for an inordinate in- 
dulgence of his appetitet / 

Next mornmg, no sooner was Edward 
Dickens informed why the shop vas not 
opened, than he fiew'to the nephew df his 
neighbourvwho-wathis heir^tiawf and who^ 
being a thoughtless young man> then an ecK 
sign in the 'guards^ very good-naturedly pro* 
mised that, if he had the power^ Mr. Dickens 
should have the l^e and gobd-^1 of! his 
uncle's house at a fidr valuation*: = ' 

This lucky hit, 2^iotnt called ix^ but Ais 
quitk foresight, as he hinisdf jus% thought 
it, provefd a considerable advancement in 
the fortune of Mr. Dickens J for, as young 
Barton lived chiefly at an hotel in St. James's 
Street, he knew nothing of the* vahie Of his 
uncle's concern, and very . confidently left 
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riie regulation of the whole transactidn to a 
fashionable auctioneer, who in his turn, 
being engaged to sell some pictures and. 
porcelain at the west end of the town, sent 
a young disciple of sev^tden to value the 
concern, against a deep old practiti(mar in 
the city, whom Dickens had engaged. It is 
an axioq;! in mercantile morality » to buy as 
eheap and sell as d^rasf possible. Therefore, 
tliougli the stock and business of Mr» Bar- 
ton waB certainly wortfi three, thousand 
pound$9 \t is not right >to infer that any 
thing ' like a bribe was the cause, of their 
being assigned over to Mr. iDickens at one. 
. Such was the fact ; and from that moment 
the thrifty Torkshireman acquired hundreds 
with more facility than he had befcMre gsaned 
pounds. 

On his fortieth birth-day Edward Dick- 
ens aicose worth f^rty thousand pounds. His 
residence: was then a small hou^ on Garlick 
Hill i where, with an establishment con* 
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fflsdrig of a hoUse-keeper, one man-servant, 
alnd a clerk whom he had taken from a cha- 
rity-school- ais an ap^rehtfce, he transacted 
more business, and gained more thousalnds, 
fliann«iny of his fratamity who kept their 
country house and tarriages, and left the 
eares of their business to siicteen careless" 
clerks, and an idte fagging partner. 

It was at that epoch of his^Iife that business 
introduced Mt« IMi;keii£r t6 die acquakitilnce 
^f Hannah Sawyel*, Hi ^ell^bokiilg wdtnMy 
about his ewn^ age, tftief widow m ik^&A^i 
partner in a boftife at S^stcd^. He 80<)n. dis^ 
covered that her frusbarid had died \*im^ 
at least twice as much as he himself jSos- 
se^sed, and he instantly persuaded ImHsetf 
i!hat he had neyer seen so desirable a womaa 
as this widow. 

" Expensive as it w^as, he insisted upon 
lodging the i^ir piize in hisowh house du- 
ring • h€r stay in liOndon, and, for mord 
rcasoni t4ian he x^onfessed^ peusisted iA * ac-. 
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companjdng her and one of the survmng 
partners to ppjctpr's 'Cpmrnon^ with.poor 
Mr. SajWyer's yfilh 

His visage lengthened as . he heard the

Mr?. Sawyer, h^d h^ advanced to the

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one of those deliriums, which sometimes 
seize old bachelors who have scoffed all 
the days of thar youth at matrimony, old 
Sawyer, at the age of threescore and ten, 
took Hannah, his house-maid, to wife': 
She had tenderly nurised the old man in his 
fits of the gout, for the space of twelye 
years, and was rewarded for her attention by 
a 4i)equest of eighty thousand pounds. This 
fortune, and her own fair hand, Hannah, 
in less than a mo&di, was prevailed upon to 
bestow on the *^ discreet,^' the ** sober,'* the 
^^jolly-looking'' Dickens, in preference to the 
" conceited,** ** boyish," " pragmatical** Mr. 
Willis, the junior partner in the house of 
Sawyer and Co. 

Thus invested with the privileges of a 
master, the bridegroom repaired to the 
bank at Bristol, and was in ^1 due form intro^ 
duced to the partners. 

Though the education of Mr. Dickens 
had not extended beyond reading the cate- 
chism, he had taught himself to write the 
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word '^received// and fae could sign his own 
name^ For a slight knowledge of figures 
he was indebted to his love of money^ which 
rendered it indispensable to know how to 
keep or to check his accounts. His mterest 
in the banking concern now caused him to 
regret the want of a more libeical education^ 
as it puzzled him exceedingly at first to 
comprehend the arcana of the • innermost 
counting-house. So powerful, however, was 
his love of gain, that his naturally keen 
penetration, and quickness of apprehension> 
soon enabled him to form a just estimate of 
the value of the opportunity which Fortune 
ha4 thus again bestowed on him. 

The first use he made of his knowledge 
was to cajole the two jimior p^urtners of the 
house into ah abandonment of their shares 
in his favour, for what appeared to ^em a 
splendid remuneration. The two others, he 
calculated, were old ; and though they both 
had childr^, he strenuously objected to

With what 
rapture did Iris keen eyes regale them^ 
selves upon the bonds, deeds, mortgages^ 
and otbar securities, which the folly, the 
extravagance, or the misfortune of others

the country at large a loan of commerciat 
eacchequer bills to prop an itKiividoars credit- 
The general disinay tod distress of that pe^ 
riod were^ to men like Mr. Dickens, sub- 
jects, of seif-gratuladon, and sources of stiir 
further gain. He, among the few whose 
hoards enabled them to avail themselves of 
'fiuch an opportunity, and who had krioW-*' 
ledge enough of money affairs to percdve it^ 
aware that the gloom was teiiiporaryj pur- 
chased the national fmkls, then beyond alt 
precedent depressed, at such prices ^s almost 
doubled his immense property.

rious that it was never named. By this tranfr* 
action die credit of the banking-house waff 
saved, and, while many of lesser note were 
shatt^ed to irremediable ruin by the pres* 
sure of tix^ times, the house of Dartingtoa 
^d Co« stood firm^ or rose, if possible, 
mor^e proudly eminaK tjian it was before the 
genend shock. 

Mu Darlington was a man of: woith^ 
atid^onomr. He w^. de9^:eiided fhmi the 
younger brauch of a noble, family, and was* 
in every resp^t worthy of his nobility. He 
had. a $on, a partner ixi the bank, whose 
saii^uine taaper had been the j(;ame of their; 
emji>ajra¥i;n6ntft and he had a young and 
Igyjely ^ughter. 

Time .in his ceaseless flight soon stale 
away l^e mpntjis betwew the ^^y ol^ 
borr^wiftg md the 4iiy of payment.

Indies; and inspecting, with his own eyes, the 
accounts of his agents^, which his hopes 
prompted him to believe exaggerated, if not 
felse.

Dte kit% ^^haenoe of rilady 
fibseiritte riilmdhttd not hi die least fdegm 
lessened the anxious care she bit ior the ioni' 
tiuie welfim of Aw: cbai^ . 
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It happened that a worthy clergyman, ad- 
ranced in Iffe, ,was strongly recommaided 
to her patronage, having pas^ through a 
series o£ disappointments. Combining, her 
bounty to Mr. North with her just views of
